labor: The reports of the state presi- 
dent and organizers covered the con-

child labor Mrs. Kelley handled very 
completely the question of employ- 
ing child labor at night. She said: 
"I -wish every mother realized that 
there is no state in the union that 
has a sale law covering this phase 
of the question. The stronges clause 
jivariably says that no child will be 
requited to 
perform, night 
labor, 


but,-" she continued, "what employer 
will admit that he compels his juve- 
nile employes to 
perform 
nifht 


labor? The state of Pennsylvania—in 
particular, the cities of Philadelphia 
and Scranton—is the worst in the 
union in that regard." 


In her report of employment on 


the streets, such as newsboys and 
bootblacks of the large cities, Mrs. 
Kelley said these little folks were 
practically outlaws so far as any as- 
sistance they received from the news- 
boys' and bootblacks' honres. These 
institutions, she said, devoted much 
time to looking after the transient

a fortified port in the Persian gulf 
by any othfr power as a very grave 
menace to British interests and we 
should curtainly resist it with all ths 
weans at our disposal." 


Lord Lansdowne preceded this ex- 


plicit enunciation of British policy by 
a review of th« situation there, ai it 
affected British interests, contending 
that" so far as the navigation of- th« 
Persian gulf was concerned 
Groat 


Britain, held a position different to 
that of the other powers both becaiuaa 
it was owing to British «at*rpris» 
and expenditure of life and money 
that tie gulf was now open to tho 
commerce of 1he world and becauso 
the protection of the sea route to In- 
dia necessitated British predominaaca 
in the gulf.

The He de Terre Neuve was swept by 
a hurricane on April 26 and seven of 
her men washed overboard. Of these 
four were rescued and three drowned. 
On the 29th the wreck was sighted 
by the Phoebus and the survivors 
were taken 
on board the steamer 


with 
much 
difficulty and the brig 


was set on fire. 


Captain Schierhorst, of the Phoe- 


bus, says that at 3 o'clock of the 
morning of April 29th a flare of 
light was sighted dead ahead, evi- 
dently a signal of distress. 
The 


Phoebus bore down and found a small 
dismasted sailing vessel, which prov- 
ed to be the lie de Terre Neuve listed 
heavily to port rolling frightfully, 
with the seas washing over her. The 
condition of her crew appeared very 
dangerous and they .were seen group- 
ed on the after part of the vessel. A 
lifeboat was sent to the wreck, to 
which a line was passed. Some of the 
crew jumped into the sea and were 
hauled one after the other into 
the 


boat and brought 
to the steamer. 


When the second trip was made, day- 
light broke and the work progressed 
more rapidly. Four trips were made, 
the captain being the last to leave. 
He 
maintained 
strict ' discipline 


throughout the transfer and set fire 
to the wreck before leaving. 


. Captain Corbinois, of the brig, said 
he sailed from St. Servian April 9 
and qn the 26th experienced a hurri- 
cane which 
dismasted 
his vessel, 


swept .the thirteen, boats overboard, 
smashed the bulwarks and hove ths 
brig down on her beam ends, where 
she was held by the 150 tons of salt, 
which had 
shifted. 
Seven of the 


crew were swept overboard, of whom 
four were saved and three lost. The 
wreck rolled terribly and at times it 
was feared she would roll bottom up, 
On April 28 at 9 o.'clock at night a 
large steamer passed and replied to 
distress signals, but on account of 
the heavy gale was obliged to pro- 
ceed.

The adverse decision is based on the 


contention that the state law pre- 
scribes the qualifications of those 
who shall be allowed to attempt the 
cure or healing of disease. The court 
calls attention to the fact that in cer- 
tain diseases the individual affected 
is not the only one to suttcr r:£or lack 
of proper attention,'-' and that in- 
fectious and contagious diseases may 
endanger the whole community.

DEMOCRACY DEFEATED. 


The Fort Wayne democracy suf- 


fered one of the most disastrous re- 
verses in all its history in Tuesday's 
election. 
In the council, where it 


long has ruled, its overwhelming ma- 
jority is replaced by a small minor- 
ity. 
Control of ths city waterworks, 


along with the council, passes into 
republican hands. 


No tedious analysis of results is 


necessary to arrive at conclusions as 
to causes of defeat. It wns not due 
to a light vote, for the returns show 
a remarkably heavy vote, and all the 
morfc remarkable when the circum- 
stances are borne in mind. Scarcely 
•within the memory of any Fort 
Wayne citizen has there been a city 
campaign marked by such apparent 
apathy. 
Such want of interest was 


there that it seemed almost to argue 
a want of knowledge that an election 
was pending. 


Republican gains were expected. 


The loss of several seats in the coun- 
cil was practically conceded by the 
democrats. But such a tidal wave of 
disaster was as unlocked fcr as it 
was overwhelming. It is difficult to 
clearly make out what has specifi- 
cally caused the defeat of the demo- 
cratic candidates fnr the council. The 
candidates for re-election had part ia 
much good work ihftt was performed 
in obedience to the demand of public 
sentiment. 


The result, looked at as a whole, 


must be taken for just what it is— 
public disapprobation with democratic 
management. 
The causes go back 


further than the mere issues of the 
campaign just closed, for the issues 
•were neither numerous nor well de- 
fined. 
Matters which effected the 


turning over of a part of the county 
offices to the republicans last fall 
were operating against the democracy 
in the city election. That the defeat 
of the democratic candidates was due 
to a strong under-current of dissatis- 
faction is quite well proved by the 
magnitude and manner of the disas- 
ter. When public sentiment revolts 
it is seldom preceded by signs. Nor 
was it in the present case. 


Many Bulgarians Have Been 


Arrested in Constantino- 


ple and Elsewhere, 


Constantinople, May 6.—The irrita- 


tion in Turkish official circles against 
Bulgaria is constantly growing more 
acute and the 
government of that 


principality has been formally noti- 
fied in rigorous language that 
the 


porte holds it' responsible for the out- 
rages arising from the freedom of ac- 
tion which the Macedonian agitators 
living in Bulgaria have been allowed. 


It is reported that the porte has 


decided to mobilize the whole of the 
second and third army corps station- 
ed at Adrianople and Salonica respec- 
tively. 


The police of Constantinople have 


arrested about sixty Bulgarians and 
have made numerous domiciliary vis- 
its, including one to the residence of 
the secretary of the Bulgarian diplo- 
matic agency, whose papers were 
seized. They were, however, subse- 
quently restored, as nothing com- 
promising was discovered therein. 


Alarming reports are in circula- 


tion regarding outrages which are 
said to be projected here for today. 
The military and police guards in this 
city and its suburbs have been con- 
siderably strengthened. 


In the district of Prisrend, Al- 


bania, twenty-two Albanian chiefs, 
leaders of the opposition to the re- 
forms, have been arrested. 


The sultan's reform commission is 


still at Ipek, Albania, on which place 
Turkish troops are advancing with 
the object of dispersing the hostile 
Albanians in that vicinity.

father built in the heart of Yonkers 
at a cost of $300,000 and endowed 
with $150,000. In it 1,500 working- 
men find nightly amusement and en- 
joy all the privileges of club life. 
Next to his business this social ex- 
periment is his greatest fad. He 
spends many evenings there, meeting 
workingmen and studying their con- 
ditions. It was his father's hobby 
and he inherited his father's enthus- 
iasm for it. 


MODEST IN CONVERSATION. 
"There's nothing to say about me 


at all," was his reply when asked to 
tell about himself. "I've simply 
been in the business. Nothing in- 
teresting could be written about me." 
A more modest young man it would 
be hard to find. Not until his uncle's 
will was filed at White Plains on Fri- 
day was his good fortune known. It 
was believed, however, that Warren 
B. Smith would leave him more than 
any other relative. 
Mr. Smith, who 


was fifty-five years old and a bach- 
elor, was a chum 
of his 
young 


nephew. The two had much in com- 
mon and before the uncle's sudden 
death in Tunis March 31 were almost 
constantly together. 


The 
carpst 
establishment 
was 


started fifty years ago in a little 
house in West Farms by Alexander 
Smith, who was then poor. The little 
West Farms place was burned and 
the factory was moved to Yonkevs, 
and Alexander 
Smith 
began the 


foundation of his great fortune. His 
son, 
Warren B. Smith, 
was 
left 


832,000,000, and his son-in-law, 
William 
F. Cochrane, 
who 
died 


eighteen 
months ago, was 
left 


810,000,000. 


LEARNED BUSINESS IN MILL. 
Alexander Cochrane was called by 


his kinsfolk more of a Smith than a 
Cochrane, and was likened to his un- 
cle, who was twice his age. As soon 
as he left Yale he entered his uncle's 
office. 
He soon took a fancy to the 


business and decided to learn it. Hs 
left the oifice for the mill and went 
through one department after anoth- 
er and learned the routine of each. 
He learned how to make tapestry 
brussels and how to weave tapestry 
velvet'and Axminsters. Two years 
ago he had worked his way so stead- 
ily to ti-e 'fore ,. that he was elected 
president of the corporation. 


The elder Cochrane was one 
of 


Yonkers' chief benefactors. He gave 
more than $200,000 to St. John's 
church, and he handsomely endowed 
St. John's hospital, but the most dis- 
tinctive of his gifts was Hollywood 
inn. It is one of the principal build- 
ings of Yonkers, 
standing 
in the 


heart of the city, at Hudson street 
and Broadway. It was designed for 
the use of workingmen as a club- 
house and place of recreation 
and 


amusement. 
Only a nominal fee is 


charged, the annual membership be- 
ing $3. For this the members have 
ail the benefits of a great 
library, 


plunge baths,' billiards, pool, bowl- 
ing alleys, 
smoking 
rooms, social 


halls, concerts and club life. At the 
club nothing 
but soft 
drinks are 


sold. 
Young Cochrane 
was made 


president of the inn at his father's 
death. 


Under Young Cochrane's manage- 


ment every branch of the carpet busi- 
ness has been enlarged. 
He gets 


down to work evory morning at .0 
o'clock, and three weeks is the limit 
of his vacations. Much of that time 
he spends at his 600-acre farm in 
East View, which 
he bought and 


stocked. 
The colonial house which 


stood there has been modernized and 
a cook is always in readiness for his 
visit. He has a spendid stable in 
Forty-fourth street in this city. His 
favorite recreations 
are riding and 


driving, and he keeps plenty of 
horses here and ill the country. He 
is also a racquet player. 


When his uncle died young Coch- 


rane went to Paris to bring the body 
home. Smith's valet had brought the 
body from Tunis. Mr. Cochrane at- 
tracts little notice on his almost daily 
drive or gallops in the park.

never frequents conspicuous restau- 
rants, dining modestly either at the 
r.lub or some quiet place.

REVOLUTION NOT ENDED. 


New Orleans, La., May 6.—News 


reached this city yesterday by mail 
from a thoroughly 
reliable source 


that the Nicaraguan revolution is not 
at an end, and that the government 
forces are so scattered that they are 
unable to cross Lake Nicaragua to 
attack the points where the revolu- 
tionary forces are fortified. Fort San 
Carlos, one of the points captured 
by the revolutionary forces, is situ- 
ated at the mouth of San Juan river. 
It is this river which is used to carry 
all the exports of the interior of the 
republic and without the use of the 
river it is impossible to move large 
forces of troops. Fort Castillo, mid- 
way down the river, is also in the 
hands of the revolutionary body and 
the gunboat owned by 
the Zelaya

They declared that 
the agreement was abandoned before 
the court proceedings were begun and 
that even while' it was in force they 
sold coal at prices below those pre- 
vailing in the markets where sales 
took place. 


There were ten companies and ten 


defendants 
named in the govern- 


ment's bill of complaint and the ans- 
wer was filed on behalf of all except 
the Wabash Coal dlmpany and Max 
Eichberg. 


, The defendants placed 
figures 
to 


show that their product was so small 
in proportion to the general output 
of bituminous coal of the country 
that their agreement could not have 
had any serious effect on the market. 


The object of their agreement, they 


declared, 
was to increase the pro- 


duction of the mines embraced in the 
contract, and these mines were op- 
erated • at their full capacity, while 
the agreement was in force, exceed- 
ing the output of any previous year. 
At the same time they 
maintained 


the Coal Bluff Mining company, one 
of the defendants, 
was producing 


over seventy thousand 
tons per 


month from mines outside the terri- 
tory covered by the agreement and 
that this was in competition 
with 


the' product of the other mines. 


In general the defendants say that 


they are not doing and will not do 
what the government seeks to enjoin.
